In a State such 1 88 ours, "however, where two-thirds of those 
interested are unable even to read, and ` entirely ‘unacquainted 
with the management of public schools, it was not to be ex- ۳ 
pected that trustees could, in every instance, or even in a ma- 
jority of instances, be gecured who were capable of making up 
such a report as has been indicated. The system was to be put 
in operation among a people ‘largely without education} with- 
out experience in school matters, and, such material had to be. 
employed in the selection of trustees as the country could fur- 
nish, and the result was that it often happened that the report . 
required was not made at all, or so imperfectly made that not 
much information with respect to the school or the district 
could be derived from it. Hence it was that last year we were 
unable to make any general-report, and even row our report 
must be very imperfect as respects many items which the law. 
requires to be included in it. ۱

of a number of circulars to the several county officers through- 
out the State, a large portion of the records and ‘evidences of | 


indebtedness to the school fund has been placed on file in the 
office of the State department, and a considerable amount of 
the outstanding indebtedness, which was near a million of 
dollars, has been paid into the State treasury, to the credit of 
the permanent fund, which will be shown under its ص00‎ 
head. l , 

SCHOOL REVENUES AND SCHOOL FUND. 


Some difficulty has been experienced ‘in secuting the levy 


. and collection of district taxes, for the support of schools. 


In some instances, the electors in the district refused to 


authorize the levy of a tax by the county court, and in other : 


instances, where it was authorized to be levied by the district 
meeting orthe trustee, the county cóurt refused to place the 
amount of tax on the collector’s book. In either case the dis- 
trict is deprived of the funds necessary to support a school for 


the length of time required by law, and thereby loses the por- ` 


tion of the State fund which it would otherwise be entitled to 
receive, and the ehildren are left without the means of edu: 
cation. 

On account of the difficulty in securing the cooperation of a 
majority of the electors, in many districts, in the levy and col-

lection of a sufficient amount of local tax for the support of ` 1 


schools, and the fact that excessive taxes have in some in- 
stances been authorized by district’ meetings, or by trustees, 
some of the friends of education desire a change in the law in 
relation to the collection of school taxes. As the law now 
stands, there is a levy of one-fifth of one per cent. by the State 
for school purposes, which is paid into;the' State treasury as 
other State taxes; and this, together with the accrued interest 
on the vested school fund and the poll tax, is apportioned to the 
several counties according to the number of children of school 
age therein contained—leaving the people of the several school 


districts at liberty to determine the additional Amount neces: P 


t 


sary for the support: of schools, in the ۵ districts, te 
be levied and collected.as a local tax.. - . - 


It is claimed :by those who are dissatisfied with the pros 


visions of the present law; with respect to the :levy and collec- 
tion of school taxes, that the law should be so changed as to 


authorize the levy of a State tax, sufficient to support the 
schools a sufficient number of months each year, to give every ۱ 


child an opportunity, of acquiring a common school education, 
leaving towns and cities, organized under the special act “For 
the better regulation of schools in cities and towns,” to decide 


for themselves as to whether they will'authorize the collection 


of an additional tax ‘for the support of schools of a higher 
grade. 

This subject involves questions worthy the serious consider- 
ation of the General Assembly, and 1 would respectfully com” 
mend it to their caréful attention: 


The argument on which the foregoing view is based, is, that 


it is the duty of the State to educate the children of the State, 
and that such a mode of taxation, should be adopted as would 


not permit the people of any section or district , through preju” ` 
dice or mercenary motives, to deprive their children of the - . 


' benefits of education. ` سر‎ 


The past educational history of the State clearly proves that ` 


the failure to establish a practical system of public instruction... , 


was not owing to the want of adequate means at the disposal 
of the State for the accomplishment of that object, for the - 
United States Government had made munificent grants of land 


for the: support of common schools, and the State Legislature ` 


had passed several acts with a view to the creation of a schoc] 
. fund ‘and the establishment of a system of publie schools, ` 
and yet for the want of a proper coöperation on the part of the ` 
people, the whole enterprise proved a lamentable failure, and 
much of the land which was designed for the promotion of 
' education in the State was gold, the funds squandered, and. 
the children, whose property it was, و‎ defrauded of their 
rights.

A large 
quantity was sold that has not been on for, and for. which 


_no patents have been issued. 


The claims of the State, in the form of notes nd bonds for 
school lands sold and moneys loaned, amount, perhaps, with 
the accrued interest, to three-quarters of a ‘million of dollars. 
Strenuous efforts have been made to secure’ the collection of 
these outstanding claims, as far as possible, and our efforts _ 
have been crowned with some degree of success. Where the 
claims are for lands sold, and no effort is put forth on the part 
of purchasers to settle their indebtedness, steps are being taken 
to forfeit the purchases, and take 7,۶ of the lands.on 
the part of the State. l

have reverted to the State, and are occupied by parties with- 


- out claim, efforts are being made to collect a reasonable rental

. TAXES ON THE SIXTEENTH SECTIONS. 


The attention of your Excellency, and that of the General 
Assembly, is respectfully called to the provisions of law with ` l 
respect to the taxes assessed and collected دہ‎ lands.belonging .. 
to the sixteenth sections. These taxes, by ates of the General 
Assembly of February 3, 1843, and March 22, 1867, should be 
paid into the common school fund, and be. applied in support 
of free schools. Forsevera]years past, however, as I am informed, ` 
no separate account has ‘been kept of these, taxes, and. they. have 
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been merged in thé general revenue of the State. ` The question 
arises whether the State does not stand indebted to the school" 
fund iri an-amoúnt equal to the sum of taxes which have been

of the sales of estrays that may accrue by aetion of justices or 
other courts, belong to this fund, they should be páid over

ter, have been sent to all the justices and county courts in 
State. Circulars of instruction have also been sent to

.The law seems to be:deficient, with. respect to ang speedy, 
practical mode of bringing such offenders against the educa- 
tional interests of the people to justice. I would respectfully 
recommend this subject to the careful: consideration of the 
General Assembly, and ask that a law be passed, providing ` 
summary, process in such cases, and dealing .out.swift: punish- 
ment to this class of offenders. 

The law should require all the, courts of idis respective 
counties to make quarterly reports to this office, of the . 
amount of, fines, penalties, etc., assessed in their courts respecf- 
ively, and the -collectors of the several counties should be re- 
quired to make a report at the end of | each school year, of all 
the moneys that have come into their hands during the year, 
belonging to the school fund. Suitable. blanks have been, -pre- 
pared, and! sent to all the justices and collectors; on: which. to 
make thése reports; but there is no provision of law under 


_ which the demand for these reports can be enforced. -Such a 


provision, in my opinion, should be put upon the statute.book.

RENTAL OF SCHOOL: LANDS. 


Section 12 of the amendments to the school Yaw, approved

Louisiana has division superintendents, however, which 
bears “some resemblance: to our plan. “It ‘was claimed, “at 
the time our system was adopted, that. it ‘would’ be 
difficult; if not “impossible, to find suitable “persons , in the 
Several - counties, who would . be willing” to” pérform the 
duties of county supervision, and that, apo the ground of ` 
economy, it would be cheaper to pay ten competent : men, who - 
would devote their entire time- to the work, good salaries, than 
to have a; man in each county at a very moderate "×0۰ even - 
if suitable persons could be obtained. ` > Pi 

On the other hand, it is claimed by many that a more effi- 
cient supervision could be secured by employing county super- 
intendents, and at a less cost. - ۱ 

It is also claimed that, if the local management of.the schools 
were left more to the. people of the respective counties, more 
interest would be felt by those immediately. interested, GER ` 
fter results would be realizéd.. 

- It is claimed, also; that to sécure' efficiency i in the perform- 
ance of their official duties the superintendents should be made. 
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more directly responsible.to the: people, or tothe head of. the 
school department, and that none but those who -are, by pro- ` 
fession and habit, school men, should be'employed. . 
‘Some of the men who were selected to perform the duties of 
the circuit superintendeney-have done well, even nobly; and 
have accomplished good results.

With the viéw of promoting the cause of popular educatión 
ih the State, and uniting the teachers and superintendents i in 
eloser and more intimate fraternal relations, in the prosecution 
of their high and holy calling, a State Teachers’ Association 
was called and held at Little Rock,.on the second of July, 
1869. The constitution adopted provides that all teachers 
and school superintendents may become members by subscrib- 
ing their names to that instrument, and complying with the 
rules and regulations of the association. 

The exercises were very interesting and instructive, the sub- 


jects discussed being of a purely educational character. The 


utmost harmony and good feeling prevailed, and about twenty- 
two persons became members of the association, which was 

then organized, by the election of the usual officers, after 
which delegates were elected tó represent the State in the Na- 

tional Teachers’ and Superintendents’ Association, to be held 

in the city of Treriton, New Jersey, in August following. 

The second meeting of the Association was held on July 6 
1870, when there was a respectable attendance, considering 
that a large number of the teachers were then absent from the 
State, visiting their friends in the North. The session was 
harmonious, and a very pleasant and interesting time was 
realized. Delegates were again appointed to attend the Na- 
tional Association, which met at Cleveland on the 15th oi 
August, 1870. | | 

Tt is believed that the meetings of this association will prove 
a valuable means in promoting the cause of general education, ' 
and. of elevating the standard of professional qualification of 
teachers throughout the State. ~ !

In-erticle n. nine, section three, of the Constitution of ihe State 
of Arkansas, it is provided that “the General: Assembly shall 
establish and maintain a State University, with departments . 
for instruction in teaching, in agriculture and the natural, sci- ` 
ences, as soon as the public school fund will permit.’ 

By act of Congress, approved July 2, 1862, and acts supple: ' 
mental thereto, a grant of land and land scrip was made to the 
several States and Territories, which sliould provide colleges 
for the benefit of agriculture and the mechanic arts, on the con- 
ditions and under the limitations therein set forth. ‘The quan- 
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24 | 
tity of land to which the States are respectively entitled, under 
said grant, is thirty thousand acres for each. Senator and Rep- 
resentative in Congress, to which the States are respectively: 
entitled, under the census of 1860, amounting in our State to 
an aggregate of one hundred and fifty thousand acres. 

The State Legislature, by act approved July 23, 1868, for- 
mally accepted the grant of said land and scrip, and pledged. 


the faith of the State to carry into effect, in all respects, the 


general purposes set forth in said acts of Congress, by which 
said grant was made. And, in pursuance of said acceptance 


and pledge, it was provided further, that “such lands and land 


scrip as may accrue to this State, by virtue of said acts, and 
the avails thereof, shall be devoted and forever applied to the 
endowment of and maintenance under such laws or articles 
of incorporation as may be by the General Assembly hereafter 
provided, of an institution of learning, to be styled The Ar-

State, and in which the entire population are to be alike inter- ` 


ested, should, other things being equal, be situated at Little 
Rock. The whole subject, both as to the immediate establish- 
ment of the University and its location, are respectfully com- 
mended to the careful consideration of the General Assembiy.

DEAR SIR: Both of your letters came in my absence from home. I send 
you as correct a report as I can make out from the data before me. I can 
only say, in general terms, that about everything that has ever been done in 
aeference to the education of the masses, in my district, has been accom- 
plished within the last two years. Many more children have attended school 
within two years than attended in twenty-five years before, under old Demo- 
cratic rule. The greatest obstacle has been a want of funds to build houses. 
The people, generally, have been unwilling to tax themselves beyond what 
was actually necessary to pay teachers. So far-as the reports of trustees 

‘show, I made a pretty fair exhibit of the nuniber, etc., in my first report 
but a district tax has been levied in the majority of the districts, in the several 
counties, for the purpose of building next year, and also to run five months. 
schools. 

I wish I could give you a detailed report of the work in each county, but I 
am laboring under an almost intolerable press of business, on account of try 
ing to get up a land report. 

I will leave, to-day, for Jackson, Randolph and Lawrence counties, not to 
return until about Christmas, when I shall leave again, for Little Rock.

Sır: Inclosed please find my annual report for the scholastic year, ending 
September 30, 1870. 

There have been, as you will see by reference to my tabular report, two 
hundred and sixteen (216) schools taught in the 4th district, during the past 
year, with an attendance even thousand and seventeen (11,017) pupils— 
making forty-five schools and one thousand four hundred and forty-seven 
(1,447) pupils more than I reported last year. There were twenty-one thou- 
sand two hundred and forty-five dollars and eighty-five cents ($21,245 85) paid 
to teachers during the year, and thirteen thousand eight hundred dollars 
($18,800) for the erection of new school houses—two thousand six hundred 
and eighty-eight dollars and fifteen cents ($2,088 15) of which was raised by 
special tax, the remainder by subscriptions. 

The December apportionment of the common school fund was used to pay 
the teachers for last year's services. I have not included it in this year’s re- 
port; I have included only the June apportionment. 

There are in the district eighteen thousand two hundred and seventeen 
(18,917) persons between the ages of five and twenty-one years, distributed 
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throughout the several counties as follows: Searcy, 2,548; Madison, 3,673; 
Newton, 2,284; Carroll, 2,1857; Van Buren, 2,277; Boone, 2,885; Marion, 2,248. 
There are seven thousand two hundred. (7,200) children in the district who 


have not attended the public schools. Ong. ofthis number, there are abont 


one thousand included in new districts, that were not organized sufficien 
soon for schools this year. A few are in attendance at private schools; some 

are so scattered among the mountains that they are out of the reach of all 
schools; others are kept at h¢me by parents opposed to popular education, 
and still others by parents opposed to any education at all. 

Our teachers’ institutes were well attended, and have produced the best 
results. There is no feature of our school law more calculated to do educa-. 
tional good than our institutes and public examinations. The teachers 
throughout the entire district are deficient in their qualifications; there is, 
however, a decided improvement on last year. 

Our school law is so framed that it is left optional with the people whether 
they organize in school districts or not, but after they are once organized, 
the Superintendent can have schools in spite of all opposition. For this 
reason 1 have devoted much of my time to the work of organization, which, 
with perhaps the exception of Van Buren county, is now quite complete. 

I will be able to send you my report of the 16th sections by the middle of 
next month.

DEAR Sir: Accompanying this please find my consolidated report for 
school year ending September 30, 1870. By comparing it with my report 
for the year 1869, you will readily notice that we have reason for gratula- 
tion in our educational progress. In the five counties composing this circuit, 
forty-eight school houses have beón built within the last year, at an aggre- 
gate expense of $12,475, and quite & number have placed within them 
modern and improved furniture, which tends to the comfort, pleasure, 
interest, and consequent regular attendance of the children of such school 


district, and yet in no instance has tlie local estimate been made to exceed five- — 


` eighths of one per cent. A few graded schools have been put in operation, 
of which those of Fort Smith and Van Buren deserve creditable mention. 

Our teachers now number threo hundred and seven, a majority of whom 
have proved themselves noble laborers in the cause ofhuman progress. They 
are a growing class, not only in numbers, but in eficiency and infiuence, They 
have sustained the adverse criticisms of cavilers uncomplainingly. They 
have done well in the school-room. They have refuted arguments against 
the present system, and have responded to all the demands for labor in the 
02٤۴ the cause.

Notwithstanding there are many adverse circumstances operating against 
the system of free schools, I yet have reason to be gratified at the general 
results of the system.’ Whenever there was counsel to be given to timid or 
uncertain teachers, I have not failed to give it. 

In advising" with the tr ustees, in recommending the best plans and Sites for 
school houses—in Selecting the best teachers, which is always a work of dif- 
ficulty, I have not failed to bestow my time and abilities. 1 


I have paid particular attention to the districting- of thé several counties ` 


embr aced i in my district; and, in order that 1 might have ihe entire district 
under my view, L have had constructed, at my own expense, à complete map 
of the same, so that it willalways be in my power to show any trustee the 
boundaries of his district, when required. - 

In order to effect the more: perfect working of the System, itis necessary 
that teachers should be thorough and competent. i 

A person applying fora certificate may satisfactorily answer such ques- 
tions as may be asked, and yet be deficient in the prime requisites ofa 
teacher. Good moral character, and steady, habits, are also indispensable to 
teachers, and whenever complaint has been made to me of the failure of one 
to come up to the standard required, 1 have revoked his certificate. 

In reviewing the progress of education in this district for the present 
year, the retrospection is most gratifying and encouraging. . rot * 
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In 1869, if there was not an open and avowed hostility to the present sys- 
tem of free schools, there was yet, in the minds of many prominent citizens, 
a deep undercurrent of opposition to it. It manifested itself, not so much 
in words or an open warfare, as in a silent and passive sullenriess, or want . 
of coóperation. SCH E 
The children were not instructed by their parents as to the REH to 
be derived from a. constant access to the fountain of education. In a word, 
there seemed to be a general apathy among the people as to whether the free 
school system would be a success or a failure. ` 

In 1870, a decided improvement has taken place. Old prejudices have 
been softened down, the tone of public feeling has improved, and the children 
begin to come out more regularly and in greater numbers, and at the present 
time, at the close of the year, I feel assured of success. The cloud, which 
at the beginning seemed no larger than a mere hand, has spread over the 
horizon, and the State of Arkansas may now claim an equal place with most 
of the older States in the cause of education. 

For the information of those who may desire it, 1 will here briefiy sum up 
the statistics of my district: 

In Pulaski county, there were one hundred and nine teachers employed 
during the past year, and an attendance of four thousand nine hundred and 
fifty-seven pupils; in White county, sixty teachers, and two thousand-seven 
hundred and twenty-one pupils; in Prairie county, fourteen teachers, and one 
thousand and four pupils; in Saline county, nineteen teachers, and nine hun- 


dred and twelve pupils; in Grant county, thirty-four teachers, and one 


thousand three hundred and fifty-eight pupils; and in Hot Springs county, 
twenty-four teachers, -and one thousand one hundred and fifty-three pupils. 

Forty-one school houses have been erected during the year—all built in a 
substantial manner, and-with a special view to comfort and convenience. 

The whole amount paid to teachers during the year, is $65,471, and the 
whole amount which has been paid for the erection of school houses, is 
$29,230 89. Fifty-one school houses had been previously erected, and are 
now estimated tobe worth $18,999 92. 

It wil be perceived that, according to the area and population, Grant 
county shows a greater per centage of attendance of, pupils than either of 
theotherfivecounties. In this report she is the banner county of the district. 

Prairie county, à large part of whose territory was annexed to Pulaski 
county, still shows, according to area, a large deficiency in attendance. The ` 
fault is not so much in the people, who are progressive and intelligent, as.in 
the absence of regular ت00‎ from many of the trustees, who have failed to 
make their reports. 1 ۱ 

In the above exhibit of € of pupils, the colored population is 
very fairly represented. They show, wherever it is practicable to attend 
schools, an anxious desire to send their children, and from private reports I 
learn that many of the:colored pupils dre making astonishing Y progress. 5 

Time and patience, alone are necessary to render the school system, as at 
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present established, a ‘decided. SUCCESS. Then will be solved the great : prob- 


lem of the age, "Shall a State educate its own children?" We think it 


should; and ` we think: also, as tax-paying is compulsory . and not optional,’ 


_ that attendance upon the schools should also be eompulsory.- 
Of course, when we advocate ' compulsory attendance upon schools, we 


n 
mean, unless a lawful and reasonable excuse for absence can be maintained. 


We are convinced that without a full and regular ; attendance on the schools, 
there ‘cannot be that pride and that sense of progress-in the pupils so- 
necessary to” ‘the successful ‘cultivation of the mind. We are still further” 
convinced that ۰ more efficiency will be secured on the part of- the teachers,. 
and a greater confidence in'his profession as the result of a full and regnlar- 
attendance of his pupils. 

t is much to be desired that a normal school, for the education of compe-- 
tent: teachers, should be established in the State. This would result in 
lasting good to the present generation: It would produce a greater uni- 
formity of instruction, and would so systematize tex xt-books and classes. 
that equal advantages would be”: afforded for education in all ES schook, 
houses in the State. i

16. Last year reports were received from but eight trustees of this county.

I regret to state that a controlling majority of the county court have l 
thrown obstacles in the way of a full and fair execution of the school law. 
In one instance the court absolutely refused to levy a school tax which had 
been properly certified by one of the trustees of the county. The county 
judge, it is proper to state, dissented from his associates, but was overruled 
by them. I instructed the trustee to sue out a writ of mandamus in the | s 
circuit court, to compel the levy according to law. Judge McCowan granted 
the writ. The moral effect of this victory has been of great benefit to the 
school interests. 

A teachers’ institute was organized iu this county i in September last, but 
such were the gloomy feelings pervading the minds of the teachers, superin- yi 
duced by the action of the county court in the matter of levying taxes for, 3 
school purposes, heretofore referred to, that but very little interest was T | 
awakened, and consequently nothing more than an organization effected.

No reports of children were received from this county in 1809. The úum- 


‘ber reported this year, is 2,635. The whole number. of children attending 


school in 1869, was 480; in 1870, 1196—gain of 716. The númber of schools 
taught in 1869, was 12; in 1870, 29—gain of 17. The number of teachers 
employed-in 1869, 12; in 1870, 32---gain of 20. t. 

School interests have been at a lower ebb in this than in any other county 


in my district, for severals reasons, prominent among which is the following: - 


According to the general plan agreed upon, the county was divided into 
‘school districts, conforming their boundaries to political township lines, 
which left them very large and unwieldy. I only hoped, by this division, to 
get the first enumeration of the children, which I succeeded in accomplish- 
ing, trusting that the necessities and convenience of the people would prompt 


them to subdivide the territory into suitable districts, but I trusted in vain. ` 
For over twelve months no action was taken by the people to accomplish ` 


the desired results; I-therefore resolved upon a new plan of action, which, if 
not entirely warranted i in law, has achieved satisfactory results. I adopted 
it because the exigencies of the case demanded it. Tt was simply a case of 
schools or no schools. With the concurrence of the county court, I redis- 
tricted the entire county by townshipsand section lines, and_ appointed trus- 
tees who could not take the-oath of office, where I could not find competent 
persons to discharge the duties of the office who could. I will add right here 


that,*with the éxception of the concurrence of the dente judge in the mat 1 


ter of redistricting the county, I have had that officer’s hostility in every 
effort of mine in the discharge of my official duties. This opposition to me, 
or rather to the school system, eulminai:d in a refusal of the court to levy 
any taxes for school purposes in the county. Upon receiving official notifica- 
tion of the fact, I immediately caused notices to be served'upon the members 
of the court, that I Should apply at the Magnolia citeuit court for a writ- of 
mandamus to compel a levy of the tax; but pending the trial of the issue, 
(the judge having decidéd the similar case referred to in Union county, ) the 
court levied a gener al tax of thrée-fifths of one per cent. on the county, disre- 
garding also i in this the wishes of districts for separate district levies, many of 
which, with ‘surprising unanimity, having voted from six to ten months 
schools, and taxes enough to support them. Whereas the-tax levied by the 
court was not only, contrary to law, but will prove wholly inadequate for tlie 
purpose for which it was intended. At the time appointed by me for the 


purpose of organizing a teachers? institute, the attendance was So small that - 


- 


only a partial organization was effected. 


I am under obligations to Capt. V. V. Smith, county clerk, for material 


assistance rendered me in the furtherance of the cause of education, 
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a `- CALHOUN COUNTY.. 
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The whole number of children reported in this couuty, was 1,000; the 
whole number reported by trustees for the present year, is 1,569—an in- 
crease of 560. The whole number of children attending school in 1869, was 
345;in 1870, 1,021—-an increase of 676. The number of schools taught in this 
county in 1869, was 12; in 1870, 25---an increase of 18. The whole number of. 
teachers employed in 1869, was 15; in 1870, 29—an increase of 14. 

No teachers’ institute has, as yet, been organized in this county, from the 
fact that at the time appointed by me to conduct the same I was called away 
to a distant portion of my district to settle differences which threatened dis- 
astrous results to our school interests. I shall, however, at an early day, or- 
ganize an institute in this county. 

I am under obligations to the county officials for courtesies extended.

DEAR SIR: After one week's tedious and most perplexing labor, I have 
concluded a very imperfect annual report,---imperfect for two reasons, viz: 
First, that many of the trustees throughout this, the Tenth Judicial District, 
have failed to render their annual reports—the only data from which my re- 
port can be compiled. Second, that by far the- majority of reports which 
have come to hand, are very imperfectly made out, so much so, indeed, that 
it is quite impossible for me to gather from them either order or accuracy, 
and by reason of the fact that my report has been so much delayed, there is 
no time to return trustees’ reports for correction; hence I send you the best I 
can make of it. J have used every means to secure early and prompt re-. 
ports from trustees, but have failed to accomplish my purpose in full. I feel 
assured that the indulgence extended to trustees last year, in reference to 
making their annual reports, has detracted from promptitude in the present. 
instance. I know, of personal knowledge, of several districts in which 
schools have been taught in compliance with the present school law, from 
which no reports have been received; and in several instances reports which 
have come to hand from districts having had a school, are so incomplete as 
scarcely to justify an apportionment of publie money to their respective dis- 
tricts. ۱ ` 

By reason of all districts not rendering proper reports, Iam, of course, 
unable to give you the enumeration of my district; and, in order that the 
several counties of this district may not forfeit their pro rata of public mon- 
eys, Isend you the enumeration of the scholastic year ending October 1, 
1869, thinking you may be disposed to apportion money to it as before. 
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I am ‘of the opinion that it will be necessary to- impose litigation and 
consequent penalties upon defaulting trustees, ere be will maza the neces- 
sity of attending to-the ‘duties of their office. 

In reference to the report embracing statistics of school lands, which i is ro-. 
quired of the Circuit’ ‘Superintendent, I beg to state that the time during 
which I have been in; office has been insufficient to enable me to collect the 
required data, consequently I render no report on said lands. - 

In a letter, of a few days sincé; I stated the cause of the ) great delay in the 
matter of iy report, and deem it unnecessary to recapitulate, Hoping my 
report May reach you in time to be embodied in your annual report—that you 
will extend every indulgence possible, and that 1 shall ‘meet you at the State

ARKANSAS INSTITUTE FOR THE BLIND ` 
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This Institution “was f " organized in February, 1859, at Arkadelphia, 
Clark county, and,-after having been in operation about three years and 2 
half, was, in consequence of the war, suspended i in the fall of 1863. 

After a suspension of. three and a half years, an appropriation having be been 
secured in its behalf, from the Legislature, it was again opened in February, - 
1867. 

The general management of the Institute was ل0"‎ by the Legislature 
to a board of ten trustees, while the immediate control and management of its 
several departments was confided to a superintendent chosen by “the board. 

In the household depar tment, the superintendent was assisted by an experi- 
enced matron, whose duty it was to administer the domestic concerns, hav- 
ing charge of the female pupils when out of school, and the direction of the 
servants in their various duties. It was also the duty of the matron, under 
the direction of the superintendent, to see that the sick were, properly cared 
for, and the clothing of all the pupils kept in "proper "order and repair. 

The teachers were appointed by the board of trustees, upon the nomina- 
tion of the superintendent, but were directly responsible to this officer for 
the faithful discharge of their respective duties. x £ 

By act of ‘the Legislature, approved July 22, 1868, provision was made for 
the removal of the Institution-from Arkadelphia to Little Rock, and the 
creation of a board of three trustees, to be appointed by the Governor. 

The institution is now handsomely located on the south side of the city, 
near the corporatión line, one mile from the State hóuse—five acres of 
ground having been purchased for this purpose. A substantial brick 
building, forty by fifty . feet, with three Stories, has been erected for the 
accommodation of the school, beside several other wooden buildings, used 
for kitéhens, workshops, lodging rooms, etc. The Institution i is on an eleva 
lion, and commands a fine view of the city. | EE 


" 
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There are now thirty-eight pupils enrolled in the school, and applications 
for twelve more, making fifty i in all, nn is asmany as can well be accom- 
-modated. 

Prof. Otis Patton, the superintendent,- -informs us that they have a 9 
assortment of apparatus for conducting the school, such as a letter books, 
maps, eto., and two pianos for instructing the pupils in music. 

The pupils are making good progress in their studies. : 

In the working department, the boys are employed in making mattresses, 
brooms and cane seating chairs, and the girls in sewing and: making fancy 
bead work. 

The sale of manufactured articles has amounted, in the last two years, 
to over three thousand dollars. 

The plan of instruction is similar to that pursued in other institutions for 

' the education of the blind. 
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LITTLE Rock, ARKANSAS, December 10, 1870. 
To Hon. THOMAS SMITH, 008000 of Public Instruction of the State of ` 
Arkansas: 

In July, 1867, a school of two ‘pupils was or-ned in the city of Little Rock, 
under the immediate supervision of Joseph Mount, an cducated deaf mute. 
It was supported at the city expense. The school increased in Tiümbers, and 
on the 17th-of July, 1868, it was incorporated as a State Institution. An 
appropriation was made of $5,000 each year for salaries; $16,000 for running 
expenses for two years, and a pro rata of $300 per annum for the necessary 
expenses of each pupil. - * 

A grant of land was made containing 92 41-100 acres, on which the Insti- 
tute is now ented, and also another tract near the Penitentiary. 

Mr. Mount left in February, 1869, and Marquis L. Brock, A. M., from the 
Illinois Institute for Deaf and Dumb, arrived as his successor, in the following i 
June. Mr. Brock returned to his home in February, 1870, and Mr. ånd Mrs. 
Elnore P. Caruthers, the present principal and matron, arrived the 28th ^: 
April. 

During the fall and winter of 1869-70, a brick building, 60 by 40 feet, was 
erected, out of the money appropriated for running expenses. Onthe 7th of 
May, the school, consisting at that time of 24 pupils, was moved into the 
new building. 

Our summer vacation includes thé months of J uly, August and September, 
when itis expected that the pupils will visit their friends at their homes. 

October 5, 1870, the school reassembled, and has been steadily increasing 
in numbers up to the present time. The school now numbers 41 pupils. In 
addition 16 applications for admission have been made, which is more than 
our present accommodations will warrant us in receiving. 

The limit of age prescribed by law for admission to the Institute is be- 
tween the ages of 9 and 80 years. I have i in my: possession, a partial list of 


174 names of deaf alos: in the State, u under 30 years of age. I believe that 
if a full and correct list were made, there would be found to be at least 250 . 
deaf mutes in the State, - who. ought now, or within a very few years, to be 
receiving an education in an institution of this character. _ 

Our school hours are from 9, A. M., till 12 بعد‎ and from 2 till 4, P. M., with 


an hoür for study in the evening. AN the house work, except cooking am - 


washing, is done by the girls, and they spend a certain amount of time each 
day in sewing. The boys spend about three hours each day in work on the 
farm, or about the place. We expect another year to organize a shoe shop, 
and teàch the boys the trade of shoemaking. 

The school has developed with great rapidity since its or ganization, and, 


with increased accommodations and facilities, we shall soon have an Institu- 


tion which will be a pride and an ornament to the ae & living testimonial 
to the philanthropy of its citizens.
